Specification 



1 . The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded 
hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 .

The specification fails to provide an enabling disclosure on how a 
computer program code, which is a non-physical identity, can send a request 
over a wireless network, receive the data from the server and displaying the data 
as stated in claim 84. 

The specification fails to provide an enabling disclosure on how a 
computer program code, which is a non-physical identity, can determine whether 
a communication session between the mobile device and server exists, create 
the communication session; conduct mutual authentication, generating session 
credential information for the communication session and forwarding the 
credential information to the server as stated in claim 95. 

The specification fails to provide an enabling disclosure on how a 
computer program code, which is a non-physical identity, can receiving a request 
from the mobile device through the wireless network to access the data, retrieve 
the data; and forward the data to the mobile device in a first format displayable 
on the display as stated by claim 100.

The specification fails to provide an enabling disclosure on how a 
computer program code, which is a non-physical identity, can prompt the 
computer device, provide access to the data in a second format, and updating 
the data upon receiving update information from the computing device a stated 
by claim 100. 

Regarding claims 84-104, A single means claim, i.e., where a means 
(computer program code) recitation does not appear in combination with another 
recited element of means, is subject to an undue breadth rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 112. first paragraph. In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 712. 714-715, 218 USPQ 195, 
197 (Fed. Cir. 1983). A single means claim which covered every conceivable 
means for achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the scope of 
the claim because the specification disclosed at most only those means known to 
the inventor. Where the claim covers every conceivable structure (computer 
program code) for achieving the stated property (result) while the specification 
discloses at most only those known to the inventor. 

Claims 84-104 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either an asserted 
utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in 
the art clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 
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6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 84-104 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "program code" is confusing. Is it the same "computer program 
code" or different? Are the three "program code" mentioned same or different 
program code? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this titie. 

9. Claims 84-104 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention 
is inoperative and therefore lacks utility. 

Since a computer program code is not a physical identity, it is impossible 
the computer program code can do the functions that require physical devices.
